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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment would add limitations that had not previously been considered. For example, claim 
16 currently recites the nucleic acid construct of claim 1, wherein the construct comprises SEQ ID NO: 3. The proposed amendment to 
claim 16 recites a nucleic acid construct... comprising SEQ ID NO: 3 and in 5' to 3* operable orientation... a 5' stem loop structure... and 
antisense nucleic acid... and a 3' stem loop structure.... While this language was originally cited as comprising the construct of claim 1, 
the claim now reads on a compound that comprises both SEQ ID NO: 3, and the additional structures drawn to 5' and 3* stem loop 
structures and an antisense nucleic acid. This construct has been neither specifically claimed nor searched, and therefore its entry would 
require a new search which would raise new considerations. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are directed solely to the 
proposed claim amendments.
